And by proper nutrition is meant 
not only a sufficient quantity of 
food, but primarily food of abso- 
lute wholesomeness.

44 Attend Jaysee 
in 1916 and Number 
Steadily Increases 


Since the organization of Chat- 
fey Junior College in 1916, the 
attendance has shown a _ steady 
increase. From a daily attend- 
ance of 44 the first year and 50 
the second year the enrollment 
dropped to 34 in 1918, due to the 
entrance of the United States 
in the world war. During the 
1919 term the students numbered 
60; not including students sent 
to the junior college by the Uni- 
ted States Government for cour- 
ses in rehabilitation. The 1920-21 
year attendance showed a de- 
cided advance as the 145 students 
showed over one hundred per 
cent increase. In 1922 and 192 
the enrollment steadily climbed 
to 162 and 194 respectively. At 
the close of the 1923-24term en- 
trance requirements were rigidly 
changed, fifteen recommended 
credits being required for junior 
college standing. Average daily at- 
tendance for that year showed ; 
a slight decrease; 1924-25 the at- 
tendance quickly increased: 1924- 
25 numbered 179; 1925-26 jumped | 
to 213; the next year it reached 
the 250 mark, while the following 
year it rose to 290; last year the 
enrollment totaled 500 with a 
daily attendance mark of 
The 1930-31 year shows a remark- 
able increase as the daily stu- 
dents rumber 494,

FISH, GAME PLAN 
GIVEN SUPPORT 


Izaak Walton League Members 
and Others Want New 
Commission Plan 











Members of the Izaak Walton 
league and conservation organiza- 
tions throughout the state are in- 
terested in the passage at the Nc- 
vember election of the proposed 
amendment reconstructing the fish 
and game commission. 

In the measure, many local con- 
servationists see a means to ade- 
quately conserve and restore the 
fish and game of the state. The 
proposal calls for a commission 
of five members, appointed by the 
governor on a non-partisan basis. 

The new commission will pos- 
sess full regulatory powers over 
all matters pertaining to fish and 


game; powers very similar tc 
those exercised by the railroad 
commission over public utilities. 


All petitions, protests and requests 
will be handled directly through 
the commission, thus relieving the 
legislature of the congestion of 
fish and game legislation, aid re- 
moving the latter from the influ- 
ence of political complications. 

Enactments of the commission 
are subject to ratification by the 
governor and provision is made for 
protest and public hearing there- 
on. The commissioners will serve 
for a term of six years each, so 
arranged that two commissioners 
will retire each two years. 

Fish and game in California are 
on the verge of practically total 
destruction, due to the antiquated, 
cumbersome and conflicting fish 
and game laws now _ existent. 
Amateur hunters and . fishermen, 
as well as the great commercial 
fishing industry, are affected by 
this depletion which constitutes an 
economic waste as well as a men- 
ace to the future prosperity of the 
state. 


Heretofore, whenever construct- 


ive conservation legislation has 
been sought, it has been necessary 
to go before the state legislature. 
Once there, the desired measure 
most frequently is lost in the mass 
of legislation, or has become  in- 
volved in the intricacies of polit- 
ical intrigue. As a result, in the 
past, very little conservation has 
been accomplished. 

The new measure contemplates 
placing the regulation of the fish 
and game in the hands of a comr 
mission, whose members are’ ap-
